MlteT^ Jm*« "^ 21—A» a"toPsy on King XII, Sweden's warrior king 
killed in. battle almost 200 years ago, to determine whether the shot 
through the temples, which caused his death, came from the enemy's 
inf« °» ?? an,assassin among his own men, has lust been made here 
I? ^ ??rt to ^°1>e one of the mysteries of history. 
If the bullet entered 
the right temple it would indicate that it came from Fredrikshald fort- 
ress before which the king's forces lay entrenched, while a shot from the 
opposite direction would show that it was fired by a traitor in his OAVH 
ranks. 


The scientists who are conducting the investigation have not yet an- 


nounced their conclusions and will not until they have made an effort 
to fit together the pieces of bone taken from the wound, but the indi- 
cations are that the bullet entered the right temple and came therefore 
from the enemy. 


The king's body was examined in the old knight's church where it lay 


In a simple coffin. 
On the head was a laurel wreath placsd there in Jan-- 


uary, 171t», the day he was buried. Those who viewed the dead king 
were struck by his masterful countenance still bearing through all th° 
years the look of a leader of men. 


The wound, covered by patches of linen, was found to consist of a 


cleft in the skull beginning at the left corner of the left eye and extend- 
ing at an angle of about 45 degrees upward to the right for about"Vnree 
inches. A triangular piece of bone, loosened by the bullet, was still held 
in place by the skin. 
It was marked by a deep depress.on. 


According to contemporary accounts of the king's death, he entered 


the trenches the evening of December 11, 1718, and went to a point op- 
posite where the Danes had a battery. 
With him were the engineer who 


had planned the trenches and Siquier, the king's aide d9 camp. 
As 


Charles lay on ths parapet cf the trench, his head ar.d bhoulders exposed, 
an enemy cannon fired a load of grapeshot and the kirg fell dead. 


No question that a grape-shot was the cause of his death ever arose 


until a year later when Siquier. while in a delirium of fever, said that he 
had murdered the king. 
When he recovered he was horrified at his own 


ravings and denied until his death that he had killed the king. 
He died 


in poverty. 
Voltaire, who investigated the affair, reached the conclu- 


sion that the fatal shot could not have been fired by Siquier. The mur- 
der theory, however, once started, has persisted down to 'the present 
time.

MAKES APPEAL TO 
BUSINESS MEN FOR 


COAL CONSERVATION 


Washington, Sept. 
13—Through 


the chamber of commerce of the U. 
8. Dr. H. A. Garfield, fuel adminis- 
trator, has appealed 
to American 


business men to assist in the conser- 
vation of coal. Dr. Garfield's appeal 
appears today in the official publi- 
cation of the chamber as follows: 


"It is the duty of every American 


to save coal this winter. 
If every 


family will save a ton of 
coal, 
if 


every industrial plant will save 10 
per cent, of the coal it uses, which 
ten per cent, it now wastes, the coal 
problem will be largely solved. There 
is plenty of coal in the ground, but 
there is a shortage of cars and ol 
labor at the mines. 


"If any family will reduce the tem- 


perature of its home at least five de- 
grees, it will mean that millions ol 
tons of coal will be saved and the 
health of the nation will 
be 
im- 


proved. This is not a hardship, it is 
a health measure, for most Ameri- 
cans live in superheated houses. 


"The coal supply can bs conserved 


by more economic".! methods of fir- 
ing, by sifting ashes, by watching 
the furnace door and by heating only 
tne parts of the house in use. To do 
this is a public duty. If the house- 
holders of the country save one ton 
out of twelve, they save ten mil- 
lion tons of coal. 
"The opportunity here for business 


men's organizations throughout the 
country to co-operate with the state 
and local fuel administrators now be 
ing appointed is obvious. It is the 
patriotic duty of every manufacturer 
to consider the problem of scientific 
firing and to see that his firemen are 
properly instructed. 
Activd and in- 


formation can be had for the asking 
from the bureau of mines, which has 
made extensive investigations of the 
whole subject of scientific coal us- 
ing. 


"The solution of the coal problem 


lies largely with the American peo 
pie. The government cannot 
save

He may be shy of manner, 
but underneath there is a keen obser- 
vation and shrewd comment on what 
he sees.

Here is the plan which Dr. H. A. 


Garfield, national fuel 
administra- 
tor, .informed Attorney 'General Mc- 
Ghee would be put into effect 
in 


Ohio by the government to make it 
possible for every one" to get a suf- 
ficient supply of coal: 


1. A state coal administrator will 


be appointed for Ohio and he will 
have a representative in every coun- 
ty and in every community of 2,500 
•persons or more. 


2. These representatives will no- 


tify the state administrator of 
the 


needs of the various communities. 
The state administrator will notify 
the federal administrator at Wash- 
ington who will order the operators 
and dealers to supply 
the ' needed 
coal. 


3. Retail prices will be fixed so 


that no one will -gouged. 
The op- 


erators and dealers will 
be com- 


pelled to live up to these prices. The 
fact that they may have made prior 
contracts at higher prices will make 
no difference. 


4. 
If they refuse to furnish coal 


at the prices fixed by the govern- 
ment their supply of coal will be 
commandeered and will be distrib- 
uted by the government. 


Judge Robert Si Lovett, author of 
the coal priority order by which coal 
for lake shipments to the northwest 
» given preference, informed Attor- 
ney General McGhee that this order 
does not prevent the diversion of 
cars of coal to meet any emergency 
which may arise.

700 AMERICANS STILL 


UVWB AMONG GERMANS 


I'SSOCIATEO PWESS TE».eGRAMl 


Berlin, Sept. 13, via London.— 


Since the breaking off of 
relations 


between the United States and Ger- 
many, 470 Americans have departed 
trom Germany for home or neutral 
countries. The census recently com- 
piled by the American Association of 
Commerce and trade of Berlin indi- 
cated that there were approximately 
1.200 
Americans Sn Germany on 


March 1. The present number there- 
fore will not greatly exceed 
700,
